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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that 'LaTorre discloses 
using an aqueous solution or a gel-based formulation (which uses a hydrophilic polymer)' is not persuasive since LaTorre teach at 
column 2, lines 38-42, that the compositions include particles of bioactive glass or glass-ceramic, optionally including an aqueous vehicle 
and optionally including a hydrophilic polymer, thus indicating that the inclusion of aqueous or gel components (hydrophilic polymers) are 
optional and not critical. Moreover, Applicant's argument that in 'LaTorre, no example describes a substantially anhydrous cosmetic 
formulation* is not persuasive since the instant invention is not limited to the examples disclosed by the prior art. Applicant's argument 
that 'LaTorre concedes the need for additional anti-microbial actives, whereas the present invention provides anti-microbial properties 
without the use of anti-microbial actives' has been considered but was not persuasive since LaTorre teach that the compositions can 
include additional components such as antibiotics, antifungals and the like; thus indicating that these additional components are not 
necessarily required. LaTorre teach that bioactive glass initially has anti-microbial properties (see column 2, lines 62-67). Vatter 
reference was relied upon for the teaching that it is known in the cosmetic art to employ cosmetic additives (i.e., pigments, preservatives, 
oils) in cosmetic products, and thus remedies the deficiencies of LaTorre. 
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
